What to do when challenged by 
a Sentry, and the Authority vest¬ 
ed in Sentries. 

Q. What should I do when I 
hear a Sentry call halt? 

A. Stop where you are, then 
comply with the order given you 
by the Sentry. 

Q. What should I do if driving 
an automobile, and I hear a Sentry 
call halt? 

A. Stop the car, shut off the 
motor, set the brakes, then all per¬ 
sons in the car dismount and com¬ 
ply with the order of the Sentry. 

Q. Is a member of the Guard 
and Sentinels on post authorized 
to inspect the contents of my car? 

A. Yes. He may also verify reg¬ 
istration. 

Q. Does a Sentry on post have 
authority to detain me? 

A. Yes. Always comply with the 
guard’s orders. 

Q. Who is authorized to chal¬ 
lenge? 

A. Any officer in the execution 
of his office, and any member of 
the MP and WDP on duty. 

Note: The Sentry is placed on 
duty with specific instructions. 
These instructions have been care¬ 
fully prepared by the C. 0. and 
are so issued to protect life and 
government property. You as an 
individual should be willing and 
eager to comply with his orders 
and to assist him in the execution 
of them.

Capt. Bayard S.

Captain Chambers, Area “B”

military Chmps,” he said, “but 
none like this! I have never seen 
such fine cooperation between of¬ 



ficers and enlisted men. It is a 
great privilege to be part of such 
a fine organization!” 

The Captain enlisted in the 
Army, June 18th, 1923. He was 
with the 145th Field Artillery, Bat¬ 
tery “B.” 

On June 30, 1924, he was dis¬ 
charged to accept an appointment 
as Cadet at the United States Mili¬ 
tary Academy. He remained at the 
Academy from July 1, 1924, until 
December 8, 1926, when ill health 
forced him to resign. 

He was appointed 2nd Lt. in the 
Field Artillery Reserve on May 25, 
1932. 

His last period of active duty 
started on April 21, 1941, when 
he reported to the 7th Division at 
Fort Ord, California. He served 
there with the 31st Field Artillery 
Battalion. While there he organiz¬ 
ed the 7th Anti-Tank Battalion, 
Battery “C” and served as its Com¬ 
manding Officer until December 
15, 1941. On that date the 7th 
Anti-Tank Battalion was converted 
to the 607th Tank Destroyer Bat¬ 
talion. He served with this organi¬ 
zation as Commander of Battery 
“A.” 

On January 3, 1942, he was ord¬ 
ered to duty with the 1st Trans¬ 
port Guard Detachment at San 
Francisco P. of E., Fort Mason. 
He was stationed at Fort Mc¬ 
Dowell. 

On January 15th, he was called 
to duty in “Plans and Training 
Section,” at Fort Mason, as Assist¬ 
ant Port Armament Officer, under 
Colonel Philip W. Booker. 

On July 24, 1942, he was ord¬ 
ered to duty at Los Angeles P. of
